New Oil Map 
Is Released 
By Surrey 

m. Wallace W. Hagan, director ! 
of the Kentucky Geological Sur- 
vey, has Just announced the issu- 
ance of a new map showing the 
location of oil and gas wells in 
Oreen Oounty. 

The map, entitled "Preliminary 
Oil and Oas Map of Oreen County, 
KentuolT/' was compiled by Daniel 
J Jones and Robert E. Hauser of 
the geological survey staff. 

Showing the locatkm of more 
than 300 wells. 200 of which are 
identified, the map is drawn to a 
eeale of'dho Ineli to 4;0M feet of 
ground distance. Ite hBeo.— the 
roads, streams, eatf houeee — is 
taken flftNB new topographic maps.
